Bib:. Our attention has been called 
of tats to the profession of religious 
belief.

We 
wait until tbe strain and Wires? ot some 
untoward experience reveals to us tbe 
flow, tbe shortcoming, or parfcape even 
the utter wocthleeeaees of our comfort

But euoh aa awakening ooete; and 
tha subsequent reconstruction of Inner 
life Is toilsome and perilous. Let us 
examine our motives now; let as discard 
wist Is Irrational, unsound, and having 
found the fundamental verities upon 
which right living osa alone be built, 
gtve these our sincere faith and loyalty.
